Recommendations 

The 1980-81 funding recommen- 
dation certified in December by 
the State Board of Education with 
Gov. Brennan’s recommendation 
has been released, Funding reduc- 
tions proposed by the Governor 
include a $500,000 cut in the 
Special education account for state 
wards, no funding for updating 
the local leeway law, and an in- 
crease in the subsidy index from 
9.25 mills to 9.85 mills—a total re. 
duction in the state Share of ap- 
proximately $3.7 million. 

The Governor's proposed subsi- 
dy index of 9.35 mills would re- 
sult in the state share of basic ed- 
ucation allocation of 53.51% —a 
reduction from this year's 53.89% 
rate. If this recommendation were 
to prevail, it would result in a 
Violation of legislative intent—as 
adopted in 1979—-that the state 
share be at least 50% of the basic 
education program , , ’’ or a per- 
eentage no less than that provided 
in the year prior to the year of 
-allocation (1979-80), whichever is 
greater.”’ 

The Governor contends that his 
Tecommended subsidy index rate 
of 9:35 mills is a reduction over 
the 1979-80 mill rate of 9.6. Leg- 
islators should be aware that be- 
cause the 1980 state valuation rep- 
resents an approximate inerease 
of 10% over the 1979 valuation, 
the Governor's contention of a re- 
duction is, at least, misleading, 
Shorefrontage Exemption from 
Tree Growth Under Consideration 

Maine’s Tree Growth Tax Law 
was adopted to encourage forest 
land owners to retain and improve 
their undeveloped forest land hold- 
ings. The law results in qualifying 
forest land, in parcels of 10 acres 
or larger, being assessed and 
therefore taxed at a Jower rate 
than its actual fair market value 
would otherwise require, Legisla- 
tion is now pending which will 
prevent any forest land in an ‘or- 
ganized municipality which is with- 
in 250 feet of the ocean or any 
lake, river, or stream from quali- 
fying as a tree growth forest land.

MAINE SUPERINTENDENTS 
SUPPORT RECOMMENDATIONS 
OF EDUCATION COMMISSIONER 


After carefully reviewing the 
data on which Education Commis- 
sioner Harold Raynolds based his 
recently announced school fund- 
ing recommendation, the Executive 
Committee of the Maine School Su- 
Perintendents Association recently 
voted unanimously to support the 
Commissioner's recommenadtion as 
an essential yet minimal funding 
level for the 1980-81 fiscal year, 
The Committee also voted to urge 
all superintendents to inform their 
legislators of the need for favora- 
ble action on the Commissioner's 
recommendation at the earliest 
possible date, The Committee not- 
ed that Commissioner Raynolds’ 
funding recommendation is some 
$44,366 less than the funds al- 
ready appropriated by the Legis- 
lature for the 1980-81 fiscal year, 

The Committee urged that Maine 
citizens be made aware that, while 
education costs in the state are 
increasing, the 1978-79 state ay- 
erage per pupil cost was $1,486, 
compared to an average Per pupil 
cost in New England of $2,008. A 
further comparison shows that al. 
though the Consumer Price Index 
increased 11.3% from September, 
1978, to September, 1979, Maine's 
total state and local education costs 


for 1978-79 increased 7.96% over 


the previous fiscal year, 


Mrs, Jessie McKellick entertain.
